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A OF  PROGRESS 

The  major  financing  required  to  build  the  Medical  Science 
Research  Building,  to  complete  all  phases  of  the  present  build- 
ing program  and  to  finance  the  necessary  remodeling  and 
rehabilitation  of  older  buildings,  has  been  secured.  Our  time 
schedule  requires,  and  we  now  visualize,  the  completion  of 
the  building  program  by  early  1960,  thus  making  possible  the 
physical  merger  of  the  two  hospitals. 

Two  floors  of  the  new  hospital  pavilion  have  been  in  use 
for  two  months,  as  well  as  the  ground  and  first  floors  and  the 
therapeutic  radiology  department.  The  diagnostic  x-ray  de- 
partment on  the  first  floor  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  January, 
1959.  The  new  kitchen  and  dining  facilities  will  be  ready  in 
February,  1959,  thus  providing  one  of  the  best  hospital  food 
facilities  in  the  country. 

This  year  has  seen  the  beginning  of  an  evaluation  and 
appraisal  of  hospital  services  to  measure  expansion  in  relation 
to  our  financial  resources  and  the  needs  of  the  community. 


Rapidly  changing  medical  scientific  developments  and  the 
increasing  demands  of  the  community  for  all  types  of  medical 
service  require  hospital  facilities  that  challenge  our  abilities 
to  immediately  obtain  the  funds. 

Further,  we  are  an  institution  dedicated  to  the  support  of 
medical  and  nursing  education,  and  a patient-oriented  medical 
research  activity.  Such  a program  benefits  the  smaller  hospitals 
throughout  the  middle  west,  as  well  as  other  institutions,  in- 
dustry and  the  general  public.  We  believe  that  the  maintenance 
of  a carefully  balanced  program  insures  the  continued  im- 
provement of  patient  care. 

Toward  this  broad  concept  we  are  evaluating  our  objectives, 
defining  our  policies  of  administration,  perfecting  our  organ- 
ization and  assigning  responsibilities. 

Established  criteria  providing  a ready-made  master  plan 
are  non-existent.  The  Board  of  Trustees  must  continually 
develop  resourcefulness,  imagination,  zeal,  insight  and  creative- 
ness  in  its  deliberations  and  judgments.  More  and  more  it  will 
provide  the  leadership  required  to  fulfill  our  oljectives  and 
to  secure  the  resources  for  the  support  of  this  expanding 
enterprise. 

Our  endowments  must  continue  to  increase  to  support  our 
teaching  programs,  and  the  annual  contributions  of  our  friends 
must  grow  in  amount  and  in  number  of  contriltutors  if  we 
are  to  meet  our  yearly  commitments  in  the  operation  of  the 
hospital. 

We  intend  to  move  forward  aggressively  with  our  long-range 
plans  for  improved  medical  services  as  rapidly  as  funds  can 
be  provided  for  their  support. 

We  acknowledge  with  sincere  gratitude  the  cooperation  of 
our  fellow  trustees,  medical  staffs,  woman's  boards,  volunteers 
and  employees  of  the  hospitals  through  thc.se  trying  months 
toward  physical  consolidation.  Most  of  all  wc  recognize  the 
generosity  of  our  friends  in  supplying  the  funds  for  this  great 
project.

Many  persons  who  read  this  report  know  what  is  meant  by 
the  term  “teaching  hospital”.  A full  understanding  of  this 
term  is  essential  to  appreciate  that  the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  is  one  of  the  leading  “teaching  hospitals”  in  the 
country,  eminently  so  in  the  Midwest. 

By  definition,  a “teaching  hospital”  is  one  where  charity, 
teaching,  and  research  blend  to  supplement  and  enhance  the 
care  of  the  patient,  the  primary  responsibility  of  any  hospital. 
Your  interest,  of  course,  is  in  the  degree  to  which  the  Pres- 
byterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  measures  up  to  this  definition. 

After  applying  tuition  and  fees  and  a credit  for  the  student 
services  for  patient  care,  the  net  cost  to  the  hospital  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  totaled  S434,820  for  the  year.  The  total 
salaries  plus  room  and  board  for  the  intern  and  resident 
medical  staff  was  $526,252.  The  net  cost  of  providing  care  to 
the  indigent  sick  who  came  to  the  Morton  Clinic  at  St.  Luke’s 
and  the  Central  Free  Dispensary  at  Presbyterian  after  credit- 
ing some  income  from  those  patients  was  $382,053.  Of  the 
3,866  patients  admitted  to  the  hospital  many  were  treated 
free  and  some  were  able  to  pay  a portion  of  their  hospital 
charges.  After  crediting  income  from  these  patients,  the  net 
cost  to  the  hospital  was  $302,583.  In  the  broad  area  of  med- 
ical research  and  medical  education,  $329,374  was  spent.  This 
includes  the  money  spent  on  salaries  to  physicians  responsil)le 
for  teaching  house  officers  and  medical  students.  This  totals 
$1,975,082,  a significant  amount  for  the  operation  of  the 
charity,  teaching,  and  research  activities  of  the  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital. 

Income  from  investments,  contributions,  and  the  Com- 
munity Fund  provided  $1,295,597  to  offset  this  heavy  ex- 
penditure. The  difference,  or  $679,485  was  charged  against 
hospital  operations.  We  failed,  however,  to  recover  this  amount 
by  $154,192,  the  loss  shown  on  the  following  Statement  of 
Income. 


Let  us  look  at  a measure  of  what  these  dollars  purchased 
for  greater  metropolitan  Chicago.  95,079  visits  were  made  to 
the  Morton  Clinic  and  Central  Free  Dispensary.  3,866  patients 
were  admitted  to  the  hospitals  from  those  making  these  clinic 
visits.  They  received  a total  of  25,180  days  of  hospital  care. 
There  were  19,834  visits  to  the  emergency  rooms  of  the  two 
hospital  divisions.  There  were  436  student  nurses  enrolled  in 
the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  School  of  Nursing  on  .\ugust  31, 
1958.  There  were  56  interns  and  130  residents  receiving  their 
post-graduate  education  in  the  two  hospitals.  On  any  average 
day,  85  junior  and  senior  medical  students  were  receiving 
instruction  on  the  wards  of  the  hospital.  The  medical  staff 
published  in  excess  of  107  articles  in  leading  medical  periodi- 
cals. Its  members  spoke  before  more  than  75  professional 
societies. 

Administratively  it  has  been  a productive  year.  Continuous 
progress  has  been  made  in  merging  various  functions  of  the 
two  hospital  divisions.  New  department  heads  have  l>een 
appointed  with  responsibilities  for  their  respective  functions 
in  both  divisions.  Wherever  possible,  consolidation  replaces 
duplication.  In  the  process,  caution  is  observed  to  preserve 
quality  of  patient  care  and  to  safeguard  the  career  employees 
in  our  hospitals  who  make  po.ssible  all  the  things  we  do. 

We  utilize  labor  saving  machinery  and  equipment  where- 
ever  possitjle.  Our  laundry,  one  of  the  most  modern  in  the 
country,  is  an  example.  All  new  construction  reflects  careful 
planning  to  assure  optimum  patient  care  and  maximum  efli- 
ciency  of  operation.  The  hospital  facilities  in  the  new  air- 
conditioned  East  Pavilion  incorporate  every  known  modern 
feature. 

Our  sails  are  trimmed  for  an  arduous  but  a successful 
1958-59.  As  we  proceed  in  a careful  and  orderly  manner  the 
limits  of  our  service,  in  large  measure,  dep>end  up>on  the 
generosity  of  our  friends.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 


(1)  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Hospital  to  make  no  provision  for 
depreciation  of  Hospital  buildings.  In  addition,  it  has 
been  the  policy  at  the  St.  Luke's  Division  to  charge  oper- 
ations with  the  cost  of  equipment  additions  in  lieu  of 
providing  depreciation  on  equipment  (except  for  the 
period  January  1,  1956,  to  August  31,  1956,  when 
$66,194  in  depreciation  was  provided  and  $221,426 
net  equity  in  equipment  previously  charged  to  expense 
was  restored  by  a credit  to  fund  balance).  The  effect  of 
this  policy  on  net  income  as  compared  to  the  policy  of 
recording  depreciation  on  equipment  in  effect  at  the 
Presbyterian  Division  is  shown  in  the  following  tabu- 
lation:

(2)  Effective  September  1,  1956,  the  Hospital  adopted  the 
policy  of  accounting  for  the  relative  equities  of  endow- 
ment and  other  funds  in  the  investment  pool  on  the 
basis  of  the  current  market  value  of  such  investments. 
Accordingly,  assets,  liabilities  and  fund  equities  are 
shown  in  the  accompanying  statements  at  market  value 
as  of  August  31,  1958;  changes  in  market  values  during 
the  years  have  been  offset  against  realized  gains  (meas- 
ured on  the  basis  of  original  cost)  during  the  years.

change  in  policy  as  of  September  1,  1956,  were  as

(3)  The  Hospital  is  currently  engaged  in  a development 
program  for  the  expansion  of  its  plant  facilities  for  which 
the  Board  of  Trustees  has  approved  the  expenditure  of 
approximately  $17,300,000.  As  of  August  31,  1958, 
approximately  $10,300,000  of  this  amount  has  been 
completed;  the  balance  of  the  program  is  scheduled  for 
completion  early  in  1960. 

(4)  The  Board  of  Trustees  has  authorized  the  issuance  of 
$5,500,000  First  Mortgage  Serial  Bonds.  Payments 
of  interest  and  principal  maturities  will  approximate 
$500,000  per  year  through  September  1,  1973,  when 
the  then  remaining  $1,767,000  principal  balance  will 
become  payable.  Interest  rates  on  the  various  matur- 
ities vary  from  3.75%  to  5.35%,  and  average  approxi- 
mately 5.22%  over  the  term  of  the  issue.  In  addition, 
underwriting  fees  and  expenses  are  estimated  to  re- 
duce the  proceeds  to  the  Hospital  to  approximately 
$5,375,000. 

During  each  fiscal  year,  the  Hospital  must  allocate  to- 
ward the  payment  of  principal  and  interest,  that  portion 
of  its  investment  income  from  Endowment  Funds  which 
may  be  used  for  general  hospital  uses  and  its  invest- 
ment income  from  Expendable  Funds,  except  that  no 
amount  need  be  allocated  which  would  exceed  1 times 
the  maximum  annual  interest  on  the  largest  amount  of 
bonds  at  any  time  outstanding.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital, 

Chicago,  Illinois: 

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  PRESBY- 
TERIAN-ST. LUKE'S  HOSPITAL  (an  Illinois  not-for-profit 
corporation)  as  of  August  31,  1958.  On  April  25,  1956, 
St.  Luke's  Hospital  was  merged  with  The  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital of  the  City  of  Chicago;  in  connection  therewith,  the 
name  of  the  organization  was  changed  to  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke's  Hospital.  The  accompanying  financial  statements 
include  combined  statements  of  income  and  statements  of 
fund  balances  of  the  predecessor  as  well  as  the  merged 
organizations  for  the  five  years  ended  August  31,  1958.  We 
have  examined  these  statements  of  income  and  fund  bal- 
ances for  the  most  recent  three  years  (ended  August  31, 
1958)  of  the  five-year  period.  We  have  also  examined  the 
statements  of  income  and  fund  balances  of  St.  Luke's  Hos- 
pital for  the  two  years  ended  December  31,  1955,  which 
were  combined  with  the  statements  of  income  and  fund 
balances  of  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago 
for  the  two  years  ended  August  3 1 , 1955.  Our  examinations 
were  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  ac- 
counting records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances.  We  did  not 
exarnine  the  statements  of  income  and  fund  balances  of 
The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago  referred  to 
above  (representing  approximately  50%  of  the  merged 


total)  but  we  were  furnished  with  reports  of  other  public 
accountants  thereon. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Hospital  to  make  no  provision  for 
depreciation  of  Hospital  buildings.  Each  division  of  the  Hos- 
pital provides  for  depreciation  on  equipment  in  substantially 
the  same  manner  as  had  been  followed  prior  to  the  merger. 
The  Presbyterian  Division  has  provided  for  depreciation  in 
the  customary  manner,  whereas  the  St.  Luke's  Division  has 
for  substantially  the  entire  five-year  period  provided  depre- 
ciation in  an  amount  equal  to  each  year's  equipment  addi- 
tions. The  difference  between  the  amounts  of  depreciation 
charged  to  expense  by  the  St.  Luke's  Division  and  the 
amounts  which  would  have  been  charged  had  depreciation 
been  computed  on  the  same  basis  as  that  used  by  the 
Presbyterian  Division  are  detailed  in  Note  l.to  the  financial 
statements. 

With  the  above  explanation,  in  our  opinion,  based  upon 
our  examinations  (and  the  reports  of  other  public  account- 
ants as  to  the  statements  of  income  and  fund  balances  of 
The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago  for  the  two 
years  ended  August  31,  1955),  the  accompanying  balance 
sheet  and  statements  of  income  and  fund  balances,  present 
fairly  the  financial  position  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hos- 
pital at  August  31,  1958,  and  the  results  of  its  (and  its 
predecessor  Hospitals')  operations  for  the  five  years  then 
ended,  and  were  prepared  in  conformity  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a consistent  basis 
during  the  five  year-period.

Again  we  find  ourselves  at  the  end  of  another  year,  a year 
which  though  beset  with  delays  and  stumliling  blocks  has  seen, 
nevertheless,  steady  progress  towards  the  physical  merger 
in  1960.

Board  members  have  conferred  with  the  interior  decorators 
in  the  planning  of  the  new  East  Pavilion,  and  the  rehabilitation 
of  the  existing  structures. 

Interest  in  the  new  School  of  Nursing  program  has  been  high 
and  board  members  have  enjoyed  participating  in  many  of 
its  activities. 

The  members  of  the  woman's  groups  have  been  effectis  e in 
telling  the  story  of  this  great  new  hospital  to  the  community 
(as  attested  by  the  fact  that  S960.143  was  raised  l>y  the  wom- 
an’s division  of  the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke's  Hospital  develop- 
ment program). 

We  are  proud  to  report  that  additional  funds  for  free  nursing 
care,  children’s  care,  clinic  drugs,  nursing  scholarships,  hos- 
pital and  chapel  furnishings,  patients'  lil)rary  and  social  service 
were  turned  over  to  the  hospital  in  the  amount  of  SI 2.3,242. 

Now  that  the  expanded  facilities  of  the  Presliyterian-.St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  are  within  sight,  the  continued  dedication  and 
devotion  of  the  woman's  l)oards  are  more  essential  than  ever 
Ijefore.  We  are  deeply  grateful  not  only  to  those  women  by 
whose  intense  efforts  this  report  has  been  made  possible,  but 
also  to  the  continuing  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  I rustees 
and  the  hospital  administration.

Two  floors  of  the  new  East  Pavilion  have  been  opened,  thus 
aiding  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  staff  in  serving  its  patients. 
We  look  forward  to  the  completion  of  the  fourteen-story  struc- 
ture later  this  year  and  physical  merger  soon  thereafter. 

After  many  months  of  prodigious  combined  committee 
work,  the  completion  and  unanimous  acceptance  of  the  new 
medical  staff  Bylaws  by  both  staffs  is  most  gratifying  evidence 
of  progress  toward  their  ultimate  integration.  These  Bylaws 
establish  a Joint  Conference  Committee  enhancing  coordina- 
tion, cooperation,  understanding  and  effectiveness  between 
representatives  of  the  medical  staff,  administration,  and  the 
trustees. 

The  following  men  have  been  named  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  as  Chairmen  of  their  respective  departments  in  the 
merged  hospital  following  their  nomination  by  the  respective 
conjoint  search  committees: 

Dr.  Edward  J.  Beattie,  Jr. — Department  of  Surgery 
Dr.  Harry  Boysen — Department  of  Obstetrics  and 
Gynecology 

Dr.  James  A.  Campbell — Department  of  Medicine 
Dr.  William  F.  Hughes — Department  of  Ophthalmology 
Dr.  Frederic  C.  Moll— Department  of  Pediatrics 
Dr.  Eric  Oldijerg — Department  of  Neurosurgery 
Dr.  Robert  D.  Ray — Department  of  Orthopedic  Surgery 
Dr.  Paul  W.  Searles — Department  of  Anesthesiology 
Through  representative  search  committees,  the  remaining 
Chairmen  of  departments  of  the  coml)ined  medical  staff  of 
the  merged  hospital  are  being  selected  so  that  orderly  depart- 
mental organization  and  medical  education  and  research  pro- 
grams may  Ijc  established  prior  to  the  physical  merger. 

During  the  past  year  Dr.  Elven  J.  Berkheiser  and  Dr. 
Francis  E.  Senear,  consulting  physicians  on  the  hospital  staff 
have  died. 

Dr.  Charles  K.  Stulik,  Department  of  Pediatrics,  Dr.  Wil- 
liam A.  Thomas,  Department  of  Medicine,  and  Dr.  Richard 
. Watkins,  Department  of  Otolaryngology,  have  been  pro- 
moted to  consulting  physicians  from  the  attending  staff. 

Of  an  active  staff  of  145  members,  at  least  half  are  engaged 
in  research  projects  which  arc  financed  by  funds  from  hospital 
and  outside  sources  totalling  over  S5()0,000.  More  than  a 


hundred  scientific  publications  ha\e  resulted  from  this  en- 
deavor and  several  others  arc  in  preparation.  This  phase  of 
the  hospital  activity  will  be  permitted  to  develop  and  e.xpand 
when  the  facilities  of  the  new  Medical  Science  Research 
Building  becomes  available. 

A house  staff  of  twenty-four  interns  and  sixty  residents 
distributed  throughout  the  hospital  have  received  training 
under  the  supervision  of  the  staff  which  also  conducts  the 
instruction  of  eighty  medical  students  in  the  hospital  and 
outpatient  department.  This  represents  the  implementation  of 
an  integrated  program  of  patient  care,  teaching,  house  staff 
training  and  research  to  which  the  hospital  is  committed. 
As  new  facilities  are  pro\idcd  this  program  will  be  further 
expanded  and  impro\ed.

In  spite  of  the  many  problems  associated  with  preparation  for 
the  physical  merger  of  the  Presbyterian  and  St.  Luke’s  medical 
staffs  in  early  1960,  the  St.  Luke’s  staff  has  not  been  deterred 
from  rendering  high  quality  medical  service  to  the  community. 
Private  and  free  medical  patient  care  has  not  been  curtailed 
in  any  way.  Significant  progress  in  medical  education  has  been 
made  and  a number  of  important  research  projects  have  been 
completed. 

The  members  of  the  medical  staff,  collectively  and  individ- 
ually, have  merited  further  professional  recognition  and  honors 
locally,  nationally,  and  internationally.  Many  members  have 
been  leaders  or  have  participated  actively  in  state,  community, 
and  civic  affairs. 

In  addition  to  the  training  program  in  surgery  for  student 
clerks  from  the  University  of  Illinois,  in  effect  for  many  years, 


we  now  have  Illinois  students  in  medicine  and  pediatrics.  The 
excellence  of  our  educational  program  for  these  medical  stu- 
dents, as  well  as  for  the  intern  and  resident  house  staff,  materi- 
ally aided  in  the  procurement  of  a full  quota  of  interns  this 
year.  Both  medical  staffs  have  agreed  upon  joint  recruitment 
with  integration  of  the  two  internships  for  the  year  beginning 
July  1959,  so  that  there  will  be  no  disruption  of  intern  training 
in  either  hospital  during  the  merger.  The  residencies  in  all 
departments  will  be  similarly  coordinated. 

At  present,  there  are  thirteen  emeritus,  eight  consultants, 
one  hundred  active  attending,  associate  attending,  assistant 
attending,  and  twenty-three  adjunct  and  dispensary  staff  mem- 
bers. Faculty  appointments  at  the  University  of  Illinois  College 
of  Medicine  for  all  staff  members  not  already  on  the  faculty 
are  being  satisfactorily  processed. 

During  1958,  the  staff  was  saddened  by  the  deaths  of  Dr. 
Henry  B.  Thomas,  emeritus  attending  orthopedic  surgeon; 
Dr.  John  Norcross,  attending  orthopedic  surgeon,  and  Dr. 
Charles  Shannon,  attending  surgeon.  Their  contributions  to 
the  reputation  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  to  the  medical  profession 
and  the  community  constitute  a lasting  memorial. 

Dr.  Edward  L.  Jenkinson,  Chairman  and  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Radiology  since  1916,  retired  this  year  and 
was  made  a consultant  Radiologist  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital.  Dr.  Jenkinson’s  record  of  local  and  national  recogni- 
tion and  accomplishments  stands  out  as  one  of  the  signal  con- 
tributions to  the  honorable  reputation  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital. 
We  look  forward  to  the  benefit  of  his  wise  counsel  and  guidance 
for  many  years  to  come. 

Under  the  direction  of  Drs.  Burton  C.  Kilbourne  and  W.  G. 
Diffenbaugh,  a Hospital  Disaster  Plan  and  Team  has  been 
established  and  perfected  through  many  trial  runs  using  simu- 
lated effects  of  different  disasters.  This  plan  could  well  serve  as 
a model  for  other  hospitals. 

May  I express  for  the  medical  staff  its  sincere  appreciation 
for  the  dedication  and  devotion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
behalf  of  the  hospital.  The  adoption  of  a master  plan  for 
continual  progress  toward  modern  facilities  for  patient  care, 
medical  education  and  research  on  a sound  financial  basis  is 
both  stimulating  and  hopeful  for  all  of  us.

A YEAR  OF  PLANNING 


A year  of  progress,  serv 


Dedicated  to  the  Glory  of  God  and  the  Service  of  Mankind 


and  planning  reflects  the  needs  of  the  community,  the  objectives  of 
the  institution,  the  traditions  and  continuity  of  its  leadership,  and 
the  highest  standards  of  medical  service. 


At  the  present  time  greater  Chicago  has  a population  of 
6,511,000  persons.  By  1970  this  metropolitan  area  will  grow  to 
approximately  8,000,000.  Further,  over  the  past  thirty  years 
the  average  number  of  visits  by  a patient  to  his  doctor  has 
increased  by  fifty  percent.  Preventive  medical  care  is  desired 
by  more  and  more  persons  as  the  national  level  of  health 
continually  improves.  This  growing  demand  for  good  medical 
care  requires  a proportionate  expansion  of  hospital  facilities 
and  services. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  borrowed  $5,500,000  through 
the  sale  of  mortgage  bonds  to  complete  the  next  two  important 
phases  of  our  development  program.  The  first  is  the  building 
of  the  Medical  Science  Research  Building  immediately  behind 
the  new  hospital  pavilion  on  Harrison  Street  to  house  the 
clinical  and  research  laboratories  and  new  surgical  facilities 
to  serve  the  total  enlarged  bed  capacity.  This  structure  will  be 
eight  stories  in  height,  plus  a basement  floor  area. 

The  first  and  second  floors  will  contain  public  and  ad- 
ministrative areas.  The  third  floor  of  this  air-conditioned 
structure  will  house  the  technicians  school  and  special  hema- 
tology laboratories.  The  fourth  floor  will  be  equipped  with 
biochemistry  laboratories  for  chemical  analysis  of  body  fluids 
to  determine  the  cause  of  disease.  Its  floor  areas  will  be  divided 
half  for  service  and  half  for  research.  The  fifth  floor  laboratories 
will  be  used  for  the  anatomic  study  of  pathology  searching  for 
the  cause  of  disease  through  the  microscopic  study  of  tissue. 
Half  of  the  floor  will  be  occupied  with  long-range  research  pro- 
grams. The  sixth  floor  will  be  occupied  by  eight  new  surgical 
operating  rooms  of  the  latest  type.  The  seventh  floor  will  con- 
tain galleries  for  viewing  of  operations  on  the  floor  below  by 
students  and  visiting  surgeons.  In  addition,  space  for  specialty 
operations,  classrooms,  offices  and  surgical  dressing  rooms  will 


fully  occupy  this  floor.  The  eighth  floor  will  house  the  labo- 
ratories for  the  Department  of  Microbiology  including  bacte- 
riology, virology  and  immunology. 

The  second  phase  is  the  rehabilitation  of  certain  vital  areas 
in  the  present  hospital  to  provide  all  of  the  services  required 
for  physical  merger. 

Over  $8,000,000  has  been  raised  since  our  public  campaign 
for  funds  was  established  a little  over  two  years  ago,  and  this 
sum  has  completed  our  initial  building  program.  We  do  not 
envision  another  community  campaign  for  capital  funds  in  the 
immediate  future,  but  individual  solicitation  will  be  made  to 
those  vitally  interested  in  the  medical  scientific  aspects  of  this 
special-purpose  facility  or  to  those  who  have  not  given  pre- 
viously for  capital  purposes. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Public  Health,  through  its 
Research  Facilities  Grant  Act,  has  awarded  us  over  $500,000 
for  the  construction  of  the  research  areas  of  this  building. 
This  is  not  a loan,  but  a grant  of  one-half  of  the  funds  to  build 
research  facilities. 

Our  most  serious  financial  problem  at  present,  and  it  will 
continue  to  be,  is  the  need  for  annual  unrestricted  funds  of 
$500,000  to  assist  in  financing  the  basic  hospital  program,  and 
repaying  the  loan  obligations  of  the  corporation.  We  must 
also  continue  to  secure  the  funds  not  only  to  replenish  but  to 
build  our  endowments  .so  that  our  teaching  and  research 
activities  may  be  continually  extended  on  a planned  basis. 

As  the  services  of  the  hospital  are  upgraded  and  broadened, 
we  hope  that  our  appeals  to  a widening  circle  of  persons  con- 
cerned with  improving  patient  care  will  result  in  continuous, 
yearly  responsible  giving  for  all  phases  of  the  hospital  program 
so  that  we  will  not  be  forced  to  curtail  in  any  way  the  medical 
services  we  believe  this  community  desires  and  deserves.
